Firſt Tryal in the Year 1674. The Petitioner was P/z/atiff, avainft Fobn Clirk, 
Eſq: Defez4znt, who was the Lady E/zabeth Percies Agent, for ſcandalous 
Words he had {poken againit the Plaintiff: At which Tryal, Judge 77z/es de- 
clared, That Fames Percy, the Claymant and Plaintift, had proved himſelf a truc 
Percy; Legitimate by }ather and Mother, Grand-Father and Grand-Mother ; 
and of the Blood and Family of the Percies of Northumberland : And he did ve- 
rily believe, that Your Petitioner was Coulin, and next Heir-Male to Fo{celize 
Percy, the late and Eleventh Earl of Northumberland ; only he was afraid, he 
had taken his Deſcent a little too low. 

Second Tryal, was upon an Ejectment for Canmngtor-Lands in Somerfet-fhire - 
which Lands of Right, fell ro the Heirs-Males of the Percies, after the Heirs- 
Males of the Rozerſes was Extinct: Doubtleſs, it was by Miſ-information, that 
Your Majeſty was miſtaken in Your Gift. And at that Tryal, the Pedigree of 
Your Petitioner was fully proved; and the Plaintiff ought to have had a Verdict 
for the ſame: Bur Sir Fobz Coppleſton being made Defendant in the Caſe, ob- 
tained 80/7. Coſt ; and doth violently Profſecute the Claymant and Plaintif 
for the ſame. Notwithftanding, the Defendants do wrongfully poſfefs thoſe 
Lands, and receives the Profits; and preſerved themſelves all along by Privi- 
ledges, for many Years; to the utter Ruin of Your Petitioner, if not timely

Third Trza!, Your Petitioner proved himſelf Legitimate again; And not the 
Tyth of the Plaintift's Witnelles was Heard at thar Tryal; by reaſon Judge 
Raynsford ſtood up, and ſaid, The Pedigree was ſufficiently proved by the For- 
mer Tryals; as by the Judgment and Verdi&t exemplyfied under rhe Szal of 
Your Majeſty's Court of K#2's - Beach. | 

Fourth Tryal, the Plaintifi was forc'd-to pay gol for Clark's Coſt, before the 
Lord of Eſſex's Priviledge could be got off, to go on to Tryal : And then the 
Defendant's Councel did declare in Court, That they did own the Plaiftif”s 
Pedigree and Title; and yet would not f{ufter the Plaintiff's Writings to be 
Read, nor his Witneſles to be Heard ; which prevented the Plaintaiff from re- 
covering the toooo/. Damages, which was laid. in the Declaration: And for 
want of Juſtice, the Plaintiff lieth under the Burden of an Eundred Marks 
Coſts. Which. Tryal ought to be Reviewed, and the Plaintiff Relieved. 

He therefore Prays, and humbly Beſceches Tour moſt Excellent 21:- 
 Jeſty,. to remember Your own Tronbles; how God delivered You 
out of the Oppreſſor's Hand: And even fo be pleaſed to deli- 
ver Your oppreſſed Petitioner, out of the Hands of his Power- 
ful Opponants ; fo that, at laſt, he may injoy his Birth-right 

?n Peace, according to Fuſtice. 

And if the Petitioner be delayed longer, he muſt humbly pray 
Tour Majeſty for Maintenance, as is uſual in ſuch Cafes, to 
ſupport him, till he hath Recovered his Right, Title and Inh:- 
ritamce And Your Petitioner ſhall further Pray, c>c.

-upon him, by A&t of Parliament: For the Lady Zzcy gave all her Lands to the 
Keir-Males of the Percies for ever. God forbid, that ever ſuch a Fraud jhould 
be Committed in this Nation! Eſpecially, when the true Heir-Male hath pro- 
ved bis Pedigree. 'Y 

Moreover, Your Petitioner remains Unmarryed: And further hopes, that 
by God's Providence, and Your Patron-like Care, ſuch a Match may be obtain'd, 
that will fupporc the Title, and raiſe che Perc/es Name to 1ts tormer Splendor. 
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ces the Claymant to make this further Complaint: For its Conle- 

quence is as prejudicial, as Priviledges have been to the Plaintiff, and 

as much for the Advantage of the Agents and Detendants: Who by 
Priviledges, Delayes, and Oppreſſion, ſtill keeps Poſſeſſion ; and the true Heir 
{till under Perſecution. For this Prorogument falls our as pat for the Defen- 
dants, as if it had been by their own Appointment. Had the Parliament held 
to Sit on the 17/4. Day, then had the Claymant had time to have put in his 
Petition, in Obedience to the K77g's Gracious Anſwer and DireCticn, to the 
Right Honorable Houſe of LORDS, to have been call'd into thar Righr Ho- 
nourable Houſe of PEERS; To have taken the Place and Seat of his Noble 
Anceſtors, Earls of Northumberland, according to his Birth - right and Title ; 
which would have been a Means to have prevented the AEt of Parliament, for 
the ſettling Percies Lands upon the Lord Ogle, that Marryed the Lady £12ab«h 
Percy, and that he ſhould not Aſſume the Name of Percy; arid that the Fraud 
intended, might be prevented. But, now, the Oppreſlors have gain'd this fol- 
lowing Advantage; The Term will be a Week old, by that time the Parti
